PARIS, June 17.—<) limp*** o* the 


glory of. ancient'Carthage an* auuiy, 
rich discoveries have reirarted the 
patient work ot French, Brttla* and 
Aiaeriean.,aroha*oJoglaU, who Bar* 
been uncovering the ruins ot the old. 
Phoenician city, according .to .Horton, 
iJ'Nell of -StVtioul*. Mo., a number of 
tho commlsslpni who has earlved' 
here. 
The work has been discon- 


tinued until th'e hot lUiu'riSr ttoatha

.•.The Temple ot tanll, Pnoeaitian 
afoddsss, w»» tound to have been con- 
structed 'on a vertical lino and to have 
consisted ot tour separate temples, 
the first-begun about 800 year* before 
Christ and tho other* built'at Inter- 
val* , of about 300 years. Aaaslng 
discoveries were made here. 
Rare 


mosaic floors were discovered la the 
noinan villa on • the outskirts ot the 
city and sculptural specimens which 
throw clear light on the art of the 
vanished age. 


"The 
most 
unmilng 
thlag we 


found," said CrNelll, "were Ih* Stslles. 
or Punic tombstones. These contained 
strange, taacrlptlons, many ot which 
had ancient* curses, tor those who 
might disturb tho peace of the de*d. 
One threatened to aco to It that the 
dlrturlor's 'head should be crushed'." 


O'Neill added that In truth "Sclpio's 


curse" soomed to hbver over the arch- 
aeologists who dared to carry on with 
their wort 'In lacd of tho legonds on 
the tombstones. Ho said tho natives 
regarded the Sclplo curse In mnch 
tho same way-as-the Egyptian • peas- 
ants felt about Tut's threat. The 
present excavations, by the Franco- 
American Expedition, wero begun by 
Jules Renault, a ; Frenchman, who 
lived In on old cistern nriir the scene 
of hl» work. Ho was found there hy 
Oomto Byron 
Kuhn de Prorok, a 


descendant -.at tho.poot Byron, but 
shortly aftarward Hnnault died and 
confided the continuation of his work 
to tho Pollah-Aftiorlcan arohacolojrlBt. 
The Prlhco. of Waldock. who helped 
the work somo years ago, died during 
his activities there.
